There is no limit to the 
number of designs which 
may be submitted by each 
contestant, and there are no 
rules as to the size and shape 
of the paper used. Drav/ings 
may be in color or black and 
white. 

Contest officials especially 
invited local artists to com¬ 
pete. 


Buy-at-Home Campaign 
To Begin Next Week 


Disappearing workmen and a spectacular gas fire near the 
corner of Lima and Sierra Madre Blvd. this week had local resi¬ 
dents shaking their heads in puzzlement. 

For more than a month, the corner has been torn up in 
connection with the Lima St. Storm Drain. 

The excavation on Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Blvd. near Lima was made 
to realign the county sanitary 
district trunk line so it will not 
interfere with the storm drain. 

About the middle of last 
week, the Rossi Construction 
Co. of Los Angeles had filled 
in the excavation. 

Then an inspector from the 
Army Corps of Engineers, 
which has over-all responsibil¬ 
ity for the project, found that 
the fill was not up to the re¬ 
quired standard. 

THE ROSSI CO., which is the 
subcontractor for the sewer 
line job, then had to dig out 
the excavation again in order 
to fill it according to the re¬ 
quired standard. 

The fill material was dug 
out last Friday, leaving the 
same gaping ditch which has 
disrupted traffic and business 
in the Lima-Sierra Madre Blvd. 
section for the past month. 

Then, on Monday, no one 
showed up to fill the ditch. 

Loud protests from the area 
involved multiplied until Tues¬ 
day morning, when a couple of 
workmen showed up with a 
hand tamper. This stilled com¬ 
plaints for about four hours, 
when the workmen and their 
hand tamper vanished. 

As of late Tuesday when The 
News went to press (one day 
early because of the July 4 hol¬ 
iday), no further work was

MEANTIME, the project 
stirred additional interest about 
1 p.m.

In the front yard at 470 Man 
zanita there’s a tree that bears 
between 6,000 and 8,000 avo¬ 
cados each year. By any stand¬ 
ards, that’s a lot of avocados. 

The tree, which has achieved 
considerable fame in the Cali¬ 
fornia growers industry, is 
owned by Col. and Mrs. Walter 
D. Thurber. 

It is about 45 feet high and 
an estimated 49 years old. Its 
consistent yearly avocado pro¬ 
duction is the highest ever 
known to the industry. 

Only once did a tree out-pro¬ 
duce it—with 15,000 fruits—and 
that tree died, apparently from 
over-exertion', the next year. 

Tire Thurbers bought their 
home in 1940. For many years, 
the tremendous output of their 
prolific tree was a source more 
or anoyance than anything else 

It’s not easy to dispose of 
8,000 avocados, and the con¬ 
stant and heavy cascade of ripe 
fruit onto their front yard be¬ 
came both messy and hazard¬ 
ous.

a plastic state until finished. 

Good examples of this me¬ 
dium are seen in "Aspens in 
Winter,” done on a High Sierra 
trip, and “The Meadow” and 
“Trees” which were done here 
in our village. 

“The Net Menders” was paint¬ 
ed at Fish Harbor in the late 
’30s. It’s the large painting with 
carefully drawn figures in quiet 
tones of mauve and blue-gray. 

Alfred Dewey did many etch¬ 
ings and lithographs during 
the younger years and one 
panel here includes an etching 
of editor Goshorn at his desk 
at The Sierra Madre News. 

MOST OF THE paintings 
hang in the homes of Southern 
Californians, and among his 
closest friends was the late Rol 
Lewis, who has left the town 
a rich legacy in the Dewey 
paintings which hang on the 
walls of the First Western Bank 
and Trust Co. 

Occasionally, Alfred has de¬ 
parted from his landscapes for 
other themes, such as his fa¬ 
mous "Quartet” and “The Mir¬ 
acle,” not shown here, but the 
latest work is as modern as the 
hydrogen bomb which he inter¬ 
prets in the largest painting, 
called “Jesus Wept.” It is not 
a restful picture but the sub¬ 
ject is one that many today 
should face with deeper 
thought. 

Summing up: Alfred Dewey 
has a full measure of self- 
expression, a loyal and under¬ 
standing wife and family, and 
a community of friends who 
love him. With a lifetime of 
experience he still has the abil¬ 
ity and the desire to paint an¬ 
other picture. 


Macy’s, painted for Harper’s in 
1906. 

It was 1910 when Alfred 
painted the scene called “The 
Fate of the Nation.” This shows 
a gathering of cracker-barrel 
politicos discussing the policies 
of Theodore Roosevelt. 

This painting was published 
in Harper’s and later used as 
a popular calendar. For his 
models Alfred selected the town 
post office and the townspeople 
of Pleasantville, N. Y. 

From this same period dates 
the “Old Cobbler’s Shop" with 
its amusing characterization, 
also done in Pleasantville. 

THE DEWEY BRUSH was al¬ 
ways busy on calendars and 
illustrations and the first nov¬ 
els of Agatha Christie and Ger¬ 
trude Atherton are shown with 
jacket covers by Alfred James 
Dewey. 

In Sierra Madre the Deweys 
settled in their home among 
the canyon oaks. Alfred built 
the house and then began 
painting entirely on his own. 

It was here he became a 
painter of landscapes. Many of 
his best paintings have been of 
trees, and the Dewey touch has 
subtle tones and a true inter¬ 
pretation of light and shade. 

In 1930 he developed a new 
method of painting in trans¬ 
parent oil, using the pure color 
on a prepared ground of white 
without mixing white in the 
color itself. 

FOR THIS WORK Alfred 
needed new tools and he made 
his own brushes of rubber and 
leather, and found new slower- 
drying oil mediums, so his 
whole painting could remain in

A review of the painting of 
Alfred James Dewey covers a 
period of 60 years, which is 
something of a high mark for 
an artist who is still painting. 

In the retrospective showing 
now at the Library we must be 
content with reproductions of 
his earlier work but they are 
no less interesting. With the 
oils themselves the first date 
from 1924, when the Deweys 
came to California and Alfred 
gave us his first impressions of 
the West with “Canyon in Cali¬ 
fornia” and “The Calico Hills.” 

When Alfred Dewey was 19 
he won a scholarship to the 
Industrial School of Design in 
Philadelphia, where he studied 
and taught for several years. 

At the turn of the century 
Alfred was a dashing young 
man doing cartoons for the so¬ 
phisticated journal, “Grit," in 
Williamsport on the edge of 
Philadelphia. It was there he 
met the petite young lady 
named Sally, and Sally posed 
for the girl in the romantic il¬ 
lustration he painted for “Life” 
Magazine in 1900—the first il¬ 
lustration here of the dreaming 
couple by the fireside. 

IT WAS THEN that Sally and 
Alfred were married and soon 
they moved to New York City, 
where the young 'artist Dewey 
worked with Charles Dana Gib¬ 
son, Howard Pyle and James 
Montgomery Flagg. 

From this period we have the 
illustration, “Christmas Eve in 
New York,” from the corner of

ONE OF THE BIGGEST boon¬ 
doggles was approved just the 
other day after a party scrap 
in the House Banking and Cur¬ 
rency Committee, on which I 
serve. 

Authored by the committee 
chairman, Rep. Brent Spence 
(D-Ky.), H.R. 11811 calls for the 
creation of a sweeping new fed¬ 
eral agency, the Area Redevel¬ 
opment Administration. 

This agency would be em¬ 
powered to make loans and 
outright grants for industrial 
redevelopment of areas where 
employment lias become a 
problem. 

In other words, when a sec¬ 
tion of the country fails to meet 
the challenge of modern indus¬ 
trial competition, the bill would 
require the federal government 
to step in and bolster the area’s 
economy with taxpayers’ 
money. 

It authorizes a whopping an¬ 
nual appropriation of $50 mil¬ 
lion for the making of grants. 


H E C E N T L Y the New York 
Times did a compilation of hu¬ 
mor across the country. Ex¬ 
ample: 

Nobody knew who started the 
argument, but the Frenchman 
twitted the Englishman about 
the decline of British prestige 
in the Middle East. The Eng¬ 
lishman, in turn, expressed his 
extreme distaste for the con¬ 
stantly changing cabinets of 
the French Government. The 
Frenchman’s voice rose, and 
the Englishman, unaccustomed 
to emotional scenes, excused 
himself and walked away. 

The Frenchman hurled a last 
challenge: “If your country is 
so much better than mine, why 
did you burn Joan of Arc?” 

Bored, the Englishman turned 
and replied, “We were cold.” 


IN ADDITION it would set up 
a revolving fund of $250 mil¬ 
lion for government loans to 
urban and rural areas. If you 
operate a successful, taxpaying 
business, in other words, your 
money would be “loaned” to 
potential competitors in other 
sections of the country. They, in 
turn, could drive you out of 
business with your own money. 

Moreover, the bill would put 
unemployed people in dis¬ 
tressed areas on federal doles 
for feeding as well as re-train- 
ing. It would provide loans and 
grants for the improvement of 
public facilities, fast tax amor¬ 
tization write-off allowances for 
capital invested in distressed 
areas, and other aids. 

The committee vote on this 
fundamentally socialistic meas¬ 
ure followed party lines almost 
directly. Republicans are hop¬ 
ing to stall it in the Rules Com¬ 
mittee so that it will not be 
jammed through the House 
during July's legislative flood. 

A similar bill, S. 2663, is be¬ 
fore the Senate Labor Commit¬ 
tee. 


DURING THE SAME WEEK 

many other “giveaway” bills 
cleared the Congress or its com¬ 
mittees. Apparently the aim of 
the giveaway majority is to 
make sure that the federal bud¬ 
get does not balance. At least 
that conclusion could be drawn 
from the measures which shov¬ 
eled out taxpayers’ money, your 
money, in heaping amounts.

Congratulations on your fine 
editorial of June 28 protesting 
the traffic peril posed by the 
seven-foot fence at the corner 
or Highland and Sunnyside 
Aves. 

The Grim Reaper must surely 
have smiled — if not laughed 
aloud — were he privileged to 
look in on proceedings in our 
community throughout this 
past week. Common sense, not 
Death, appears to have taken 
a permanent holiday in Sierra 
Madre. 

Sunday there occurred the 
near tragic crash at the afore¬ 
mentioned intersection, an ac¬ 
cident directly resulting from 
the blind corner created by said 
fence. This was by no means 
the first collision occasioned by 
obstructed view at the comer. 
There have been several since 
erection of the fence, yet—de- 
' spite many protests by alert 
citizenry—this menace is per¬ 
mitted to remain. 

One resident of N. Sunnyside, 
in an independent request for 
removal of the obstruction, was 
informed her abode lay too far 
distant from the fence to qual¬ 
ify her even to lodge a com¬ 
plaint! Since when does the 
proximity of one”s home to a 
definite traffic*danger influence 
the hazard it creates? Certainly 
neither Kevin Snow nor Wayne 
Flemburg, who sustained inju¬ 
ries in Sunday’s accident, were 
indemnified by the fact that 
they both lived some distance 
from the crash scene. 

Motorists asking that the 
threat of the corner be at least 
modified through erection of a 
stop sign have been told such 
action would only cause neigh¬ 
borhood complaints against 
screaming brakes as drivers 
stopped to obey such sign. 

HOW ASININE CAN THE 
AUTHORITIES GET? Skid 
marks from the recent accident 
—plus our memory of the sick¬ 
ening screech of tires as brake 
pedals were pushed to the floor 
but not in time—show that ab¬ 
sence of the sign fails to re¬ 
move the noise “nuisance,” only 
increases it. 

When the neighborhood com¬ 
mittee appeared before the City 
Council Tuesday to petition 
again for safety measures at 
this menacing corner, its mem¬ 
bers were advised the matter 
would be referred to the city 
attorney for study. Just where 
is he to conduct his study—in 
the morgue after this infamous 
corner has claimed a few more 
victims? 

Must we simply sit and tally 
the near carnage until the 
mystic Bingo number appears 
before constructive action can 
be taken? Or is the statement 
that the matter will be taken 
under, study merely synony¬ 
mous—AS IT WAS 2Vi YEARS 
AGO WHEN A PETITION PRO¬ 
TESTING THE FENCE WAS 
PRESENTED TO THE COUNCIL 
—with, shelving the issue and 
forgetting it after having made 
a show of passing the buck 


from Council to the Police De¬ 
partment and back again? 

Another appalling aspect re¬ 
vealed by this accident is the 
pitifully inadequate emergency 
doctor and ambulance service 
available to victims of traffic 
accidents occurring within Sier¬ 
ra Madre. Though witnesses to 
Sunday’s crash who saw the 
Snow boy light on his head 
when thrown from his father’s’ 
car knew he would require 
hospitalization and this infor¬ 
mation was given the police as 
soon as the accident was re¬ 
ported, no ambulance could be 
summoned until the patrolman 
upon the scene verified the 
need for such service and called 
the ambulance. This vehicle 
came from Monrovia, so the in¬ 
jured child lay for 20 or more 
minutes upon the hot pave¬ 
ment, sobbing his fear and 
pain, sans even the benefit of 
a doctor being called to admin¬ 
ister a sedative or determine 
the nature of his injury. 

We don’t need medical de¬ 
grees to realize that in many 
cases such needless delay could 
have proved fatal. When the 
ambulance at last arrived, on¬ 
lookers were aghast to see the 
attendants grasp the child by 
his arms and legs and LIFT 
him, torso sagging, onto the 
stretcher in complete violation 
of the prescribed method for 
handling an injured person. 
(Such calloused handling would 
be sufficient to cause cancel¬ 
lation of the ambulance com¬ 
pany’s malpractice insurance 
coverage had a representative 
of the indemnifying company 
witnessed it.) 


Dear Editor: 


Several years ago there was 
a neighborhood in Sierra Madre 
where the families were very 
friendly and all appeared to be 
going well. There were the eve¬ 
ning cocktails, the Sunday af¬ 
ternoon barbecues, and all the 
children played happily to¬ 
gether. 

The father of one of these 
families died unexpectedly of a 
heart attack. The mother was 
shocked, became mentally ill 
and was later confined to a 
mental home. The three chil¬ 
dren were adequately taken 
care of by relatives while the 
mother was away for several 
months. 


The mother became well and 
returned home to her children. 
There was a sudden change in 
the neighborhood. There was a 
complete change in attitudes. 
There was no longer the same 
friendliness that existed prior 
to the mother’s illness. She 
made friendly gestures, but ail 


Why must we stand for this? 
Assuredly a city which has just 
appropriated funds to build a 
swimming pool — a delightful 
and pleasurable thing, it's true, 
but certainly not essential — 
ought to be able to answer the 
crying need for maintenance of 
24-hour emergency doctor serv¬ 
ice within its borders. 

The provincial atmosphere of 
Sierra Madre has long been an 
integral part of this commu¬ 
nity’s charm; but when such 
atmosphere is used as a guise 
for sheer stupidity and com¬ 
plete indifference to public 
safety, then it’s time to wake 
up and demand action. Many 
death-trap corners exist in our 
town and will continue to exist 
until aroused public sentiment 
succeeds in overcoming official 
apathy toward the very real 
dangers they present.

Her children also became so¬ 
cial outcasts; they were no 
longer permitted to play or 
mingle with the other children 
in the neighborhood. 

At PTA meetings and church 
affairs this mother was singled 
out as a mental patient. Some 
tried to observe her carefully 
so as to find clues in her per¬ 
sonality that could add weight 
to their conclusions and ugly 
prejudice. 

Not. long ago, one of her 
youngest sons had a birthday. 
She planned a party. Invita¬ 
tions were mailed to her son’s 
Sunday school class and also 
his classmates in school. She 
carefully avoided sending invi¬ 
tations to anyone in the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

The party was well planned 
with games, novelties and a 
feast for all. The day of the 
party was near, the mother’s 
children were in great appre¬ 
hension of a good time. Unex¬ 
pectedly the phone kept ring¬ 
ing. Ail the parents of the chil¬ 
dren that were to attend the 
party cancelled out. 

The birthday went on as 
planned; not one guest ap¬ 
peared. The children were in 
tears. The mother courageously 
choked back her own tears and 
tried to console her children 
with explanations. 

From the above we can ob¬ 
serve an illustration of mental 
prejudice. It is one of the crud¬ 
est forms of prejudice that ex¬ 
ists. The cause lies in the roots 
o f ignorance and misunder¬ 
standing. 

No one is immune from being 
a mental patient. One out of 
every two hospital beds in this 
country consists of mental pa¬ 
tients. So you could very easily 
be a target of this mental prej¬ 
udice. With kindness, tolerance, 
and a little understanding, this 
prejudice can be stamped out.

Tentative budget figures, ap¬ 
proved by the board last week, 
were revised and presented to 
th board by Supt. Charles A. 
Skutt. 

Budget estimate for 1956-57 
was set at $306,311, as com¬ 
pared to last year’s beginning 
balance of $239,011. 

The increase reflects a figure 
slightly lower than the request¬ 
ed $55,000 from district taxes 
for operating expenses and ap¬ 
proved by the voters this year. 

New expenditures authorized 
by state law include $4,428 for 
teacher retirement and $1,500 
for non-teaching personnel re¬ 
tirement. A five-cent recreation 
tax is also included in the 
school budget, which covers 
capital and operating expenses 
as the school district’s share of 
a city-wide recreation program, 
estimated at $5,000. 

If increased assessed evalu¬ 
ation reaches the predicted 
$500,000, it will be reflected in 
a lesser tax rate, Supt. Skutt 
said. 

A figure not previously in¬ 
cluded in the annual budget is 
an item in the general reserve 
of $1,500 for a possible sabbati¬ 
cal leave request for 1957-58. 

The budget includes the gen¬ 
eral reserve of $32,283, provides 
for restoration of services elim¬ 
inated in last year’s economy 
move, and gives all personnel 
an increase in salary. A repair 


and improvement program lias 
also begun. 

Next meeting of the board 
will be held July 16, for pres¬ 
entation of the publication 
budget, required by law. Other 
business will also be conduct¬ 
ed, with no meeting scheduled 
for July 23.

How Big 
Is a Tree?

Tree,”’ a Coast Redwood grow¬ 
ing just off the Redwood 
Highway near Dyersville, is 
known as the world’s tallest 
known standing tree. Yet this 
tree is not recognized by the 
American Forestry Association 
as being the champion of its 
species because its girth and 
wood content are less than 
other known trees of the same 
species. 

In determining bigness, 
height is of less importance 
than girth because trees with 
large girth usually have suf¬ 
ficient height to make their 
wood content greater than 
taller trees of less birth.
